The  "birth  rate  shows  a decrease  "but  the  infant  mortality 
rate  shows  an  increase  since  1955  when  it  was  nil,  as  also  fcr 
tne  last  six  years.  There  were  2 deaths  cf  infants  under  one 


-> 


year,  1 due  tc  prematurity  at  three  days,  and  the  ether  to 
congenital  heart  disease  at  seven  months. 


The  death  rate  shews  a slight  increase,  there  being 
fourteen  deaths  as  compared  with  twelve  in  1955.  Approximately 
57.14#  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  70  years 
and  over  and  of  these  28.6-  occurred  in  persons  over  80  years  of 
age.

The  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  school  leavers  has  new  . 
been  carried  cut  in  this  district  since  the  Autumn  term  in  1955, 
and  during  1956,  pupils  who  v/ere  thirteen  years  or  ever,  whose 
parents  gave  consent,  v/ere  skin  tested  and  when  necessary 
vaccinated. 

Mass  Radiography 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service 
visited  the  County  during  the  year.  Seme  of  the  persons 
examined  at  Narberth  came  from  Carmarthenshire  and  a large 
proportion  came  in  from  the  surrounding  rural  areas.

LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Vaccination  Records  were  received  of  3 primary  and  1 
secondary  vaccination  during  the  year. 

Immunisation  During  the  year,  4 children  were  immunised 
against  diphtheria.  No  reinforcing 
injections  were  given. 

Both  vaccination  against  small -pox  and  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  are  carried  cut  by  the  local  practitioners 
who  are  paid  by  the  County  Council  for  records  received  by 
your  Medical  Officer. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  commenced  in  1956 
and  children  who  were  born  between  1947  and  1954  and  in  certain 
months,  were  eligible  for  vaccination.  At  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  this  work  had  tc  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
June.
